In endorsing unressrvedly the conrse of
Goneral Grant s administration, the Syracnss
Convention has but followed the sxample of
every Republioan Convention that has yet
been held. Not one has evaded the subject or
dealt with it ambiguously. They have, with-
out an exception, applaudod its fidelity to
principle, its eflicioncy in the performance of
ardonous duties, and the rigorous economy
whioh distingnishes every department. Their
npproval is valuable becanse it is diseriminat-
ing and manifestly just. 1t is emphatic be-
pcause the jndgment prononnced by the vari-
ous conventions exprosses the kuown convie-
giona of the party everywhere,

The standard by which the acts of the ad-
ministration have been tried is high and un-
yielding, Under the rule of General Grant's
predecessor the country had beon familinvized
with corruption and extravagance. IPower
wis interpreted to mean licenss to misnse its
[unctions, The expenditures were maintained
at the war point. The departments were
filled by men who employed their opportani-
ties to plunder the people. The revenues
were nncollectod or squnndered. The Hxecu-
tive ocwployed his influence to thwart the
operation o important laws, and to obstruct
the restoration of the Bouthern States.
Minor officers, encouraged by displays of this
wischievons spirit in high places, were noto-
riously in league with knaves and combina-
tions of kunaves, by whom great intorests
were ruthlessly trampled under foot. 'The
gpectacle was seandalous, and its effects were
awost disastrous.

The advent of Grant to power, and the
formation of an administration on the basis

resoribed by the Republican party, was fol-
R‘m‘{‘{] by immediate and large reforms. The
Congressional conumittees fonnd ardent co-
workers in the business of retrenchment,
The influences which under Johnson had
been exerted to perpetuate extravagance,
ander Grant were arrayed on the side of
pconomy. The appropriations were cut down
at the instance and with the holp of the de-
partmental heads, Aud a promise was given
that the change thus begun should be pushed
forward faithfully and well. »

The promise has been fulfilled. Economy
15 the order of the day wherever the autho-
rity of the Government prevails, The redue-
dions contemplated by Uongress have in many
eases been exceeded. The departments have
fieen purged of idlers; their dnties have been
Bystematized, and the cost of their perform-
ance diminished to an extent not yet fully
appreciated. Toe *‘rings” which were pre-
viously supreme in thie Treasury have been
broken; the devices which made robbery safe
and even respectable have been destroyed.
Honest men control the approaches to the
Btrong box. The revenues are zealonsly col-
lected : the disbursements are conducted
with striet reference to the terms of law,
As a mere fiduciary agent, the administration
has discharged its trust with an energy and
integrity that cannot be too loudly ap-
plauded.

But there has been more than mere faithful
gervice. By its financial policy the adminis-
Iration has brounght the conntvy nearer the
gtage at which a reduction of the burden of
the debt will be practicable. How this re-
duction may be best effected the Republican

arty had again and agein indicated. The

unding of the debt at a lower rate of interest
is the only method compatible with honor,
und the process will be possible only when
Lhe publie eredit shall have been greatly im-
proved. Not the least meritorious of the re-
Bults achieved by the administration is, there-
fore, the higher standing which it has im-
parted to the national credit in the money
markets of the world. Opinions differ in re-
gurd to the exeellence of the precise means
employed to produce this result, but the re-
sult is gratifying and unquestionable. The
ublic credit is higher, stronger, than when

Ir, Bontwell began his task, and by so much
the country is nearer the relief it greatly
needs. It remains for Congress, after calm
consideration, to revise the plans of the
Becrelary, and to provide means for profiting
by the good he has accomplished., An im-
proved condition of the debt and a reduction
of taxation are the two objects which will
test the financial oapacity of the party. They
are not irreconeilable,

The confidence expressod in the conduct of
the administration has still further justitiea.
tion. The better position of the South gene.
rally, and of the three excluded States in par-
ficulay, is largely due to the sound diseretion
and wise liberality which have distinguished
the notion of the President. He has combined
ndherence to law with n generosity which has
disarmed opposition. Order prevails. 'The
authority of the Federal Government hias been
unpheld, At the same time the exercise of a
just and conciliatory disposition has bronght
into play the better instinets of the Southern
]h‘*r:p}(.-. Oo-operation with the Govermment
has taken the pluce of resistance to its au-
thority, Groat strides have been taken to.
wards the completion of reconstruction,
Virginia is virtually restored now, and there
are good reasons for hoping that Congress,
on reassembling, will find Texas and Missis-
Bippi in a similar situation.  The fact will be

a trivmph for the administeation, and a source
of rensonable pride to the party whose prin.
piples it sustains and whoso policy it nobly
yvindiontes,

War Secretary Mr. Cardwell, in a speech,
the points of which are given by cable, takes
pleasure in commencing the reformed colo-
nial policy of Englund. That polioy, as he
ptates it, has made Canada what she is, so self-
yelinnt that, beginning with a merchant navy
which is little inferior to that of France, sho
might become one of the first maritime

wors of the world. The thought of dis-
trusting a solf-relisnce so prononnced as this
does not ocenr to Mr. Cardwell, for he asserts
with an enthusinsm which does him eredit as
a minister and a Briton, that when that time
comaes the English race will have such a con-
federation as the world mever saw under a
gingle sovereign. Australin, India, Canada, and
the British Indies, Fast and West, would, we
presume, be included in this mighty bond of
race. ‘There would be a grand Congress of
Euglish nations, to which the l_lriliuh Parlia-
ment would be subsidiary, since it is not Lo be
supposed that the great far-lying provinces
pan be content always with the stray ropre-
kentation which they have in English councils,
and the kind of alws government which is
doléd out to them from the mother eountry.

All this looks very well for the theory of
Mr. Cardwell; but take the case of New Zea-
land. Here an alimost bankrupt colony, un-
aided by the mother land, is waging war on
the self-reliant ||-|’in:'i]-1|-. The war, which
wns brought on by the conduct of imperial
oflicers, is directed by the home Government,
while it ia entirely sustained by the colonists,
Thus the liege subjects of hor Majesty afar
off are ot the entire expense of bleeding for a
canss which, though altogether their own,
they have not the poor privilege of prose-
cuting in their own way, The New Zealanders
groan and protest and threaten aminbly; but
the parent at home is ealm and nonmoved,
How long will other grown-up provinces of
England tolernte the oppressive indifference
which the self-reliant teaching develops, not-
withstanding its virtues ? Sdlf-relinnce is ex-
cellenl, suy the Canadians, provided that
while it allows us to pay our own bills the
imperinl authorities do not impertinently
oversee us and charge us. In short, if the
imperial colony mnst pay its own way, it
must in time demand complete contral of its
own nffairs; and the mother's connsels of
self-reliance will, in that case, be recom-
mended back to her,

Iw classed as a female phenomenon, But
when she returns from the immoral felicities
of her pilgrimage, and immediatoly insh-
tutes proceedings ngainst her husband for a
divoree, alleging his infidelity, the impudence
of her procedure, though it may make the
unthinking laugh, cannot but make the judi-
cions grieve. And when it appenrs that she
sneeeeded in obtaining this divoree upon no
other eapital than au anlimited eapacity and
willingness for fiction on the part of her legal
adviger, and an ardent desire upon her own
to fasten npon a fresh lover the legal hold
which, with egual ardor, she desired to loosa
from a stale one, she gives vise (o the most
serious reflections.

BSome of
them are said not to be lawyers at all, but to
pay lnwyers for the use of their names under
which to carry on their divty trade.  In this
case, the lawyers who permit their names to
be used for such purposes onght to be held
accountable for what is done under them,

This case suggosts, also, that the system of
references which has taken most domestic
eases ont of open court needs overhauling,
It is true that under this system muech dis-
gusting matter is averted from the publie
nostril and pain is spared to many innocent
persons. But there onght to be some gun-
rantee against such loose aud reckless trans-
actions before referces as Judge Clerke hag
decided the trial of the case of Nichols vs.
